the house. (Opposition cheers). "The 
Premier," he continued, "will see that 
wo on this .side of the house would fail 
in our duty if we permitted the progress 
of public business nnd allowed a measure 
of that importance to be brought down 
in the last days of the session."

Budqet Debate. 

The- feature of the budget debate to- 
day was a magnificent speech by Mr. 
Foster, who for two and a half hours 
had the government «ix>n tenterhooks 
while he scathingly reviewed their 
course. 11c dealt with the question of 
expenditure and showed how the Lib- 
erals bad run it up until this year it 
would average $8 per head. While the 
Conservatives were in power their 
surpluses totalled §39,000,000; their de- 
ficits $10,000,000. Under Liberal rule 
the deficits far exceeded the surpluses.

Buffalo, May 4.— Unless the trouble 
that has existed for the pust ten days 
between the contractors and grain shov- 
ellers of this port is settled by noon 
to-morrow, it is said that the entire 
commerce of the Great Lakes will be 
tied up. Already there are between 
fifty and sixty Great Lake vessels lying 
in the harbor here loaded with grain, 
and men cannot be had to unload them. 
By to-morrow noon it is expected that 
fully 7,500,000 bushels of held-over grain 
will be in the harbor and this amount 
will be added to hourly. Ocean vessels 
are being held at New York and other 
Atlantic coast points for cargoes and 
claims for demurrage are being made on 
all sides. 

The trouble began when the contrac- 
tors for unloading grain at this port an- 
nounced that instead of paying the men 
$1.85 per 1,000 bushels, as in the past, 
they would be paid 25 cents an hour. 
This, the men claimed, was equivalent 
to n 25 per cent, reduction and they re- 
fused to go to work. It requires from 
2,500 to S,000 men to unload the boats 
arriving here and as the contractors 
have not been able to secure more than 
200 men to work for them matters on 
the docks are about at a standstill. 

To-day the package freight handlers 
to the number of 750 refused to work 
until the shovellers' grievances had been 
remedied, and several large freight boats 
are lying at the docks waiting to be un- 
loaded. A meeting of all the strikers 
was held and it was announced that un- 
less a settlement was reached by noon 
to-morrow, all of the grain and freight 
handlers at Cleveland, Detroit, Milwau- 
kee. Chicago and Duluth would quit 
work. 

The strikers say that now the move- 
ment has fairly started they will not 
return to work until the contractor or 
middleman has been eliminated and they 
are allowed to deal direct with the Lake 
Carriers' Association or the owners of 
vessels. 

It is believed Unit the grain blockade 
here will have the effect of diverting con- 
siderable traffic to the Canadian canal 
route. Owners of boats now lying in 
the harbor say that they are losing fully 
$200 a day each as a result of the tie- 
up.

Washington, May 4.— The war depart- 
ment is satisfied from the despatches 

received from Gen. Otis to-day, that the 
American commander has put aside the 
insurgent temporizing over peace and has 
turned his attention to most aggrcsisve 
tactics. The wisdom of this course was 
fully approved by officials here who have 
foreseen that the rebels need further 
chastisement in order to bring them, to 
a realizing sense of their position, The 
curly despatches from Gen. Otis clearly 
denned the general plan of his latest 
move. He is moving in two columns, 
Major-General Macarthur pushing 
straight forward over a nine-mile stretch 
of country between Calumpit and the 
latest rebel stronghold, San Fernando, 
and Major-General Lawton directing- a 
strong force under Col. Sumner, to pre- 
vent the insurgents from retreating from 
San Fernando into the mountains to the 
north. 

The later despatches showed there had 
been hot work in the execution of the 
movement, particularly so La Gen. Mac- 
arthur's advance on San Fernando. The 
defeat of Luna at St. Thomas and the 
scattering of the insurgent forces leaves 
Macarthur four miles from San Fer- 
nando with a clear road before him. He 
will take the city to-morrow morning, 
according to Gen. Otis' plans. 
The taking of towns is no longer look- 
d on by the authorities here as of chief 
moment; the main consideration is to 
intercept the insurgents. Gen. Lawton 
moved northward to-day to Massin and 
designed to keep a body of American 
troops to the north of the rebels nad be- 
between them and their line of retreat to 
the mountains. A successful execution ' 
of this move will leave the insurgents 
well nigh surrounded in the north, 
though there is a stretch of about seven 
miles from Massin to the Rio Grande, 
along which the rebels are retiring. 

If the rebels do succeed in getting into 
mountains the war department believe 
they cannot continue organized resist- 
ance, as the mountain localities afford 
much less opportunity for sustenance 
than the rich lands along the foot hills 
and bottoms. 



SPAIN'S CREDITORS. 

French Government Protests Against 
Reduction of Interest Payments. 

Madrid, May 4.— The French govern- 
ment has intimated to the cabinet here 
that it would regret to nee the exterior 
debt of Spain taxed, or the rate of in- 
terest reduced, inasmuch as Spanish 
stocks are mostlv held by Frenchmen. 
Such a measure would be calculated to- 
binder Spain's negotiations in the finan- 
cial market, should she- again need as- 
sistance. 

This communication is due to repeated 
reports that. Spain had in contemplation 
such a step, which have caused much 
anxiety to Spain's foreign creditors. 



NO CORSETS IN SCHOOLS. 

Minister of Education Agitates Feminine 
Population of Saxony. 

Dresden, May 4.— The minister of edu- 
cation of Saxony, Dr. Deseydowits, lias 
stirred up a hornet's nest in the feminine 
world by the issuance of a decree yes- 
terday, whereby all girls and young 
women attending the public schools and 
colleges in Saxony must abandon the 
practice of wearing corsets and stays. 

The wearing of corsets by girls of ten- 
der age and the habit of tight lacing 
have become so prevalent, particularly 
in Dresden, that the state foresees in 
the corset a grave menace to the well- 
being of posterity. Although the girls 
and their mothers protest against the 
measure and even threaten to boycott 
the schools, the officials stand firm.

Imperial Government Declines 
to Contribute Toward Cost 
of Construction. 



But in [VioUierSy Interest Would 
Help to Meet Annual 
Deficits. 



Guidon, May C— A parliamentary 
paper containing the correspondence re- 
garding the proposed Pacific cable w:is 
issued to-night. Embodied in the paper 
is the statement- nuuli; by Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain in the House of Commons 
on April 28 to the effect that the Brit- 
ish government had made proposals to 
the governments of Canada and Aus- 
tralia on the subject of the proposed 
cable, but that no fmal arrangements 
had been made. To this is added the 
.statement that the government of Great 
Britain had always considered that the 
construction of a cable is of far greater 
importance to Canada and Australia 
■than to the United Kingdom, and that 
the government would not be disposed to 
recommend that parliament grant a vote 
in aid of the project but for the desire 
to afford support and assistance by th 
Mother Land to the great self-governing 
colonic*) in u project, the success or 
which cannot, tail to promote Imperial 
unity. 

For tins reason the government con- 
siders that Hie responsibility of con- 
structing and operating the cable should 
he borne by Canada and the Austral- 
asian colonies, they taking the profits 
and the United Kingdom giving 
annual subsidy not exceeding £20,000 for 
a period not exceeding 20 years, th 
exact subsidy being live-eighteenths of 
the shortage of receipts below expenses; 
and provided th.it the aubaldy l>e pay- 
able only after Canada and the Aus- 
tralasian colonies shall have completed 
the cable and opened it for traffic, and 
only while the cable shall remain open. 

Other provisions of the pro|M>sed agree- 
ment necessitate that priority be given 
Imperial government messages at one- 
half the commercial rates, and Imperial 
approval of the construction and opera- 
tioa oC the cable. 

The morning papers blame the govern- 
ment, the Liberal organs severely and 
the ministerial journals mildly, for its 
lukewarm attitude towards the cable 
project. The Daily Mail reminds Mr. 
Chamberlain that if the scheme col- 
lapses, American enterprise will prob- 
ably soon supply the deficiency by eon- 
tuining the Honolulu cable to Australia, 
in which event the benefits intended for 
■Canada would be diverted to the United 
State*. 



GRAND FORKS' HARD LUCK. 

Townsitc Owners' Complaint That C. P. 
11. Has Preferred Their Neighbor 
Columbia. 

Ottawa, May 4\.— The Columbia & 
"Western railway company received the 
sanction of the Commons railway com- 
mittee to an increase of bonding powers 
to .^.':. r ),(IOO per mile from Robson to 
Midway, 100 miles, and branches there- 
from. An application for a similar in- 
crease on the extension to Penticton was 
dropped. The bill was vigorousjy op- 
posed by Messrs. Bostock, Robertson 
and Richardson, who claimed the pres- 
ent bonding powers of ?2o,(K)0 per mile 
were quite sufficient. 

.lodge Clarke said the C. P. R., who 
control this charter, would arrange with 
the ISniisU Columbia government for 
converting the provincial land grant of 
20,0(10 acres a mile into $4,000. 

Mr. Bostock pointed out that the road 
was originally surveyed to pass through 
the town of Grand Forks, which had a 
population of 1,200, hut the Canadian 
Pacific railway had now changed the 
route to »ide-track that town. He asked 
that Mr. R. Armstrong, president of the 
board of trade, Grand Forks, be heard. 

Mr. Armstrong complained of the effect 
of the action of the Canadian Pacific 
railway. Ho also said that they did not 
employ any Canadians on construction, 
Swedes and Italians from Chicago being 
engaged in building the road, and it 
would be just as well to have Chinese 
on the work. In thin case the town of 
Grand Forks was being side-tracked be- 
cause the people would not give about 
one-third of all they hud to the Canadian 
Pacific railway. Ail that (J rand Forks 
wanted was justice. 

Mr. Blair expressed sympathy with 
Grand Forks, and snid the legislation 
which he would introduce this session 
to cover cases of this kind would be 
purposely made retroactive. Mr. Blair 
was satisfied that $35,000 bonding 
power was not. excessive, as the road 
would cost £150,000 per mile in some 
places. 



ATLIN'S WEALTH ENORMOUS. 

Americans Place Huge Values on Profits 
They Thought to Heap in British 
Columbia.

Of 
the 5U0 carpenters in the city, it is said 
comparatively few are skilled workmen, 
the building boom having inspired 
butchers, printers and men of many 
other callings to turn their bund to car- 
penter work.

Mr. Dunsmuir's proposal to establish 
a fast ferry has been read with the 
greatest interest here, every one speak- 
ing in the strongest favor of the 
scheme. 

Fairvlcw Ore Deposits. 

Messrs. A. A. Davidson and W. A.

Washington, May 4. — A cablegram re- 
ceived from Admiral Kautz dated Apia, 
Sninoa, April 27 confirms the press re- 
port that truce has been ugreed upon in 
Samoa and that there will be no more 
hostilities pending the reaching of a con- 
clusion by the commission now on the 
way to the islands, uud due there in 
about two weeks. 

Auckland, N. Z., May 4— Advices from 
Apia. Samoa, to April 27 state that the 
rebel loss by the shelling of the Ma- 
tnafian stronghold at Vuilima by the 
warships of Great Britain and the Uni- 
ted Stales was uuite heavy. Many rebels 
were wounded. The house in which the 
lute 11. L. Stevenson lived was riddled 
with shot. 

On April 22 there was a skirmish be- 
tween the rebels and Lieut. It. A. 
Ouuiil's brigade near the towu of Vad- 
ium, In this one Mntaaliau was killed. 
The frieudlies were attacked in the dark- 
ness at two points, but none were lulled. 

On April 23 there was some bush 
lighting. Lieut. Guuut's brigade, num- 
bering 1)00 men, advanced under a hot 
lire. The enemy lost several men, the 
bodies being dragged away. Of the 
frieudlies, one was killed and three 
wounded. British Lieutenants limes, 
Hickman, Shuter and Hcathcote under 
Lieutenant Gaunt led the Koyalists. 

The New Zealand government steamer 
Tutaneku arrived at Apia with des- 
patches announcing the request of the in- 
ternal peace commission that the inhab- 
itants peacefully wait their arrival from 
San Francisco. In view of this message 
a meeting of the three consuls was held, 
but without result, the German consul 
dissenting from the proposals of the 
other two consuls. 

Admiral Albert Kautz, United States 
navy, and Captain Stuart of the British 
cruiser Tauranga, sent through a French 
priest to Mataafa ordering him to 
withdraw his forces outside of a line 
ten miles long und six miles broad. Ma- 
taafa replied defiantly refusing to with- 
draw unless the German consul and the 
captain of the German cruiser Falke 
agreed. Admiral Kautz and Captain 
Stuart thereupon sent an ultimatum to 
Mataafa threatening to compel him to 
withdraw his forces. In support of this 
ultimatum a plan of action was decided 
upon. Lieut. Gaunt's brigade was 
strengthened by a heavy gua landed at 
Mulina und war rockets were placed in 
readiness. 

Being informed of these preparations 
Mataafa mude a prompt reply, agreeing 
to withdraw immediately. 

On April 25 an important meeting of 
the king and his chiefs was held. 

Hufnagel, manager of the plantation 
upon which the attack was made on the 
British and American sailors, which re- 
sulted in the death of Lieut Freeman, 
of' the British navy, Lieut. Lansdale and 
Ensign John B. Mounoghan, of the 
United States cruiser Philadelphia and 
two others, arc still detained on the 
cruiser Falke. 

The gun carriage from the Philadel- 
phia, lost at the time of the engagement, 
has been recovered, but the gig is still 
in the hands of the rebels. 

Officials and leading residents of 
Samoa who have been interviewed unite 
ia saying that the charges of inhumanity 
on the part of the British, made by a 
man named Laroch, are untrue. 
A majority of the inhabitants are 
i highly dissatisfied with the cessation of

the delay, which gives them time to re- 
l iill cartridges and shells and build more 
forts. 

I It is the general opinion that the 
I islands will be uninhabitable except for 
' Germans and Frenchmen, unless 
f Mutaafa and the rebel chiefs are severely 
punished. It is doubtful whether Brit- 

iish or American subjects will give much 
evidence before the international com- 
mission, owing to the fear that to ex- 
press themselves candidly would inter- 
fere with trade relations. For this 
reason the evidence before the commis- 
sion is likely to be one-sided. 

The statement by the German minister 
of foreign affairs, Baron von Buelow, 
that Mataafa was unanimously elected 
king of the Samoau islands, is denied 
in Samoa. 

The rebels admit that the result of the 
battles at Vailima was the greatest re- 
verse they ever experienced. They were 
astonished by the manner in which 
(Jaunt's brigade sustained its position in 
the face of continuous firing. They 
were also astonished at the final she'l- 
ling of Vailima, by which many rebels 
were wounded. 

Berlin, May 4. -The National Zeitung 
publishes to-day a* despatch from Apia, 
Samoa, dated April 22, which says: 
" The orders from London and Wash- 
ington to suspend hostilities have 
brought back tranquility and peace. Iu 
compliance with the demand of the 
German consul, Mutaafa has gone back 
a long distance westward into the in- 
terior, so there is no danger of a colli- 
sion with his troops. We Germans are 
naturally satisfied that our patience and 
impartiality have finally triumphed."

SPAIN COMING TO LIFE. 

Preparing to Make Demand Upon China 
for Operations of a Filibuster. 

Hongkong, May 4.— Spain is collecting 
evidence here with a view of claiming 
u cession of land in China as indemnity 
from the Chinese government for per- 
mitting the steamer Abbey to leave Can- 
ton lust autumn with arms for the Phil- 
ippines. 

The little Btenmcr Abbey was seized 
by an armed despatch boat of Admiral 
Dewey's squadron on September 23 last. 
She was of American register, though 
formerly known ns the Pasig. It was 
reported to Admiral Dewey that she was 
carrying amis and supplies of war to 
the Filipinos, and he sent the MeCulloeh 
to intercept her. 

When the American cutter finally 
found the Abbey in Batangas bay on 
the southern coast of Luzon the filibuster 
had landed her cargo of arms and muni- 
tions and the insurgents refused to give 
them up. Thereupon the Abbey was 
sire to maintain mfwyp bmbm bm 
seized and taken by the MeCulloeh to 
Manila in accordance with Admiral 
Dewey's desire to maintain the status 
quo in the Philippines pending the con- 
clusion of the work of the peace com- 
mission at Paris. 



DOMINION NEWS NOTES. 



Very Bad Indians. 

Cornwall, May 4.— The Indians are re- 
ported to be gathering firearms as a re- 
sult of the recent troubles here, and a 
further demonstration of some kind is 
likely before long. Indian Agent Long, 
came to Cornwall this morning for pro- 
tection. The Indians threaten to burn 
down his house and the village if the 
agency is not removed. 

Lowering a Lake. 

Winnipeg, May 4.— Preliminary oper- 
ations on the enlargement of the outlet 
of Lake Manitoba have begun. The 
work is being laid out and timber has 
been ordered from British Columbia for 
the construction of scows. By the 1st of 
June the contractor hopes to have his 
dredgers at work. 

Mujor Walsh. 

Winnipeg, May 4— Among the arrivals 
in the city to-day was Major Walsh of 
Brockville. He was warmly greeted by 
a number of intimate friends. The 
Major says he has no intention of re- 
turning to the Yukon, either in the gov- 
ernment's or his own interests. 

Arbor Day. 

Winnipeg, May 4.— Arbor Day will he 
observed as a public holiday here to- 
mororw. 

Ponton's New Trial. 

Toronto, May 4.— Ponton's re-trial will 
be postponed, mainly on account of the 
illness of B. B. Osier, but partly also- on 
account of the escape of Pare and Hol- 
den. No trace has yet been obtained 
of the escaped convicts.

Toronto, May 4. — A writ for a new 
election iu North Waterloo has been 
issued, to iill the vacancy caused by the 
unsealing of Dr. Lackuer. The date of 
polling is Muy 2o. 
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ALASKANS TURN TO CANADA. 

Form. Expedition for Thorough Prospect 
of Eastern Tributaries of the 
Yukon. 

Juneau. Alaska, April 28.— An expedition 
III being ntted out to prospect an unexplored 
section of the great Northwest Territory. 
It will start tills spring from Wrangel. 
Several experienced Casslar miners will go 
along. 

The section of country to be prospected 
Is that portion lying west of the Rocky 
mountains mid at the headwaters of the 
eastern tributaries of the upper Yukon. 
It is believed that the gold of the Klon 
dike and the Yukon came originally from 
that region. Certain It Is that the Klon- 
dike gold never came from ledges along 
the creeks on which It is found. This is 
bused on the belief that the Itocky moun 
tains are the fountain bead of the gold 
run, or. In other words, that In them Is 
the mother lode from which the vast de- 
posits of placer gold have been tarred to 
their present hiding places. The head- 
waters i>f the streams Indicated form In 
the Itocky mountains. This section has not 
been prospected, as It Is practically Itii 
penetrable from Dawson. 

The expedition will take along horses and 
cattle nod be fitted out for a three yours' 
stay. It will go from Wrangel to Dense 
hike, 150 miles away In n northeasterly di- 
rection, ami from there to the foothills of 
the Rockies. The course of the prospi 
InS will be along the west side of the 
range to a point north and east of the 
Klondike. Oold has been carried In line 
particles down those streams for ages, in 
one or more of them, under some towering 
dome. These Argonauts hope to find a 
rival Klondike. Miners here consider the 
theory on which the expedition Is based as 
perfectly reasonable-. 

William Of. Thomas, a pioneer of Alaska, 
formerly a deputy United States marshal, 
and recently a customs oftlter, Is one of the 
promoters of the expedition, He formerly 
lived in Wrangel, and Is now In Juneau. 
Tto has great faith In the outcome. Mr. 
Thomas has recently returned from Wash- 
ington, D. C., and New York, where he 
Is sold to have interested capital In the 
project. He says that in the early days of 
the Casslar excitement two men penetrat- 
ed a portion of that vast unknown North- 
west country, but the sickness of one 
compelled their return to Wningel. They 
brought out several hundred dollars In dust, 
most of which was coarse gold: and bore 
but little evidence of having been carried 
a great distance by water. It was jugged 
and rough, and contained quartz. They 
irave n glowing account of the country. 
One or these men died In Wrnngel. nnd 
the other went Enst, Intending to return 
thi' next season, but he never reappeared. 
Since then several expeditions have been 
planned, but none ever started, owing to 
tin- hardships and difficulties to IV' over- 
come. I'robably the one now- about to 
leave will not lie heard from for a your or 
two after It leaves the vicinity of Dease 
lake.

Victoria West residents have a new 
grievance on roadway mutters. Lust 
evening a meeting was held in Scrapie's, 
ball to discuss the property interests on 
Craigflower roud, when Mr. Beaumont 
Boggs brought up this second issue,, con- 
tending for the city's ownership of the 
thoroughfare leading from the Johnson 
street bridge to Esquimalt road at the 
intersection of OraigUower road. In 
support of bis argument he read a letter 
from W. EL Lomas, the Indian agent, 
to the council. This specifically stated, 
that, the roadway was never included in 
the Indian reserve, and thut the road- 
way was there before the reserve was 
laid out. Therefore the thoroughfare 
belonged to the city, and Mr. BoggS con- 
sidered it the duty of the council to 
properly maintain it as such. It was 
the principal street to the marine hospi- 
tal and the only one to the shipyards. 
Long ago it was the highway to Esqui- 
malt, and he urged that it be repaired 
and put in condition*for travel. As for 
the roadway around by Rock Bay, he 
would say that the street from Craig- 
llower road down to the bridge re- 
minded him of nothing so much us a big 
corduroy roadway into a logging camp. 

Mr. McKay, of the Indian department, 
when called on to give the history of the 
road, said it was built in 1855, and it 
was never at any time a part of the 
reserve. 

Mr. William Turpcl stated that when- 
ever he wanted anything drawn to his 
yard he would always try and get a 
teamster who bad never been over the 
road before, and Rev. Mr. MacRae, in 
commending Mr. Boggs' endeavors, said 
the road was one of the greatest 
thoroughfares in the city. He strongly, 
condemned its present deplorable condi- 
tion. 

A resolution was moved by Mr. Boggs 
to the effect that " in the opinion of this 
meeting it. was the duty of the city coun- 
cil to repair the road, and if not so, it 
was the city council's duty to secure the 
authority necessary for doing the work." 

A resolution was then moved by Mr. 
.T. Painter and passed, requesting the 
city council to put Craigflower road in 
good repair. 

There was a large number in attend- 
ance, the city council being represented 
by His Worship the mayor nnd Alder- 
men MacGregor, Humphrey, Brydon and 
Cameron. Mr. Orlando Warner was 
in the chiar. Letters from Aldermen 
11. T. Williams and Hayward were read, 
expressing their regret at not being able 
to attend- 
As for the Craigflower road trouble, 
there was Tory little opposition offered 
to keeping the thoroughfare open,, thorn 
being only Messrs. Fnirall and McDowell 
present who thought the street should 
bo closed. Mr. Boggs went into the 
history of the question at the outset of 
the meeting. 

Among those who followed Mr. BoggH 
were Messrs. Fairttll, McDowell and' 
Capt. Gaudin. All but the two men- 
tioned were in accord. They, however, 
brought out no information on the sub- 
ject that has not previously been pub- 
lished*. A resolution was finally adopted 
setting forth that the construction nnd 
maintenance of any other roadway for 
Craigflower road would not meet the 
requirements of the street in the same 
or in as satisfactory a manner as that 
now served by the present accommoda- 
tion. 

Mayor Rcdfcrn, when called on to 
speak, said he only came to listen, and 
he hoped that the decision given on the 
subjects under discussion by the meeting 
would be fair and reasonable to all par- 
ties concerned. 

At the conclusion of the meeting if col- 
lection was taken up to defray the ex- 
penses of the hall, and three cheers were- 
given for the Queen.

Starvation Threatens Many In- 
lag Bound Prospectors on the 
Ashcroft Trail. 



American Tactics in the Philip, 
pines— Jewel Gatherers 
From Distant India. 



Acwrding to Mail Currier Alexander 
S. Brindle of Telegraph Creek, who nr- 
rived here by the steamer Glcnora and 
is at the Occidental hotel, there is grave 
cause for anxiety iu respect to those 
unfortunates who are stalled on the Ash- 
croft trail en route to the Klondike. Of 
their sufferings, their privations, their 
grievous disappointments and the grim 
tragedies that have befallen them iu the 
lonely wilderness, the half will never be 
told. At the present time there are 
said to be two hundred or three hundred 
men at or near Dease Lake and Liard 
Post, face to face with starvation. Both 
their money and their supplies are gone; 
they have exhausted the resources of 
the district and at last reports were sub- 
sisting almost entirely upon the bodies of 
their few remaining horses, the pack 
mules and the vagrant dogs they are able 
to entice from the Indian reservations. 
The desperate condition of men reduced I 
to such i-xtremeties may be imagined but I lulling Innks 

not described. What will happen if " CM amm S juuKS. 
prompt and sufficient relief is not sent 
into their starvation camp is horrible to 
conjecture. The nearest supply post — 
and it very inadequately stocked— is 
more than 100 miles distant, and even 
should they succeed in reaching it, the 
men have no money to buy. Under these 
circumstances both Mr. Brindle and Sur- 
Teyor McGregor, who also came down by 
the Gleuora, look upon it as the duty of 
the government to come to their relief. 
They are unable to give names or former 
addresses of the men in so desperate 
plight, but the Hudson's Kay agent at 
Glenora appears to cover the ground 
fully in the following list, which lie lias 
recently compiled, of people on their way 
to Dawson who are perforce wintering 
in his locality: "Francis Lake — F. G.

Mil, MARTIN AND MR. DUDGATE. 

' In its usual innocent and unsuspecting 
way the Colonist accepted Mr. Ludgnte's 
statement that Attorney-General Martin 
" has never been— strictly speaking— his 
solicitor, inasmuch as he lias never re- 
ceived any fee," and might have re- 
mained serene in the contemplation of 
Mr. Martin's generosity in thus lending 
his great mind to the elucidation of Mr 
Ludgate'a difficulty without fee or re 
-ward or the hope thereof, if it had not 
been awakened from its dream by hap- 
pening to see the following letter in the 
report of the Vancouver city council:

Dear Sir,— Mr. Theodore Ludgate has 
handed us your communication of the 
2t)th ultimo, and in reply we may say 
that Mr. Ludgate declines to further 
negotiate with your city council as at 
present constituted.

In Henderson's Vancouver Directory 
for ISO!) appears the following on page 
049: 

Martin. Hon. .I»h., Q. O., M. V I 
Attorney-General for 15. C, of Martin & 
Deacon, room 7, McKinnon Building 
Vancouver Hotel. 

We submit that here at least is primu 
facie evidence that Attorney-General 
Martin is a member of the firm of Mar 
tin it Deacon, and that on May 1st th 
Arm of Martin & Deacon were acting as 
solicitors for Mr. Ludgate. It is quit 
probable that, they have not yet been 
paid for any services rendered in that 
behalf, but it would not be difficult tc 
find a Dumber of solicitors who would bi 
willing to act for Mr. Ludgate and not 
render any bill until the services wen 
ended. We are not prepared to suggest 
that Mr. Ludgate was drawing a dis- 
tinction between a payment made to .Mi- 
Deacon of the linn of Martin & Deacon 
and one made to Mr. Martin of tin 
same linn. 

If the public find it difficult to recon- 
cile the above facts with Mr. Ludgnte's 
.statement " that he has received advice 
freely from Mr. Martin, but lias spoken 
to several other lawyers in precisely tin 
same way," they will be in exactly the 
same position as the Colonist is. The 
undisputed and indisputable fact remains 
that on May 1st Mr. Ludgate was being 
advised by Attorney-General Martin 
and that Mr. Martin's law firm were 
acting in tin." capacity of Mr. Ludgate'i 
solicitors. Wo claim that this relation 
•ship is inconsistent with Mr. Martin's 
position as Attorney-General, and that 
in spite of everything that can be 
alleged to the contrarj'i or any snore or 
less attenuated explanations that may 
be put forward, the government will be 
advised in regard to Mr. Ludgnte's appli- 
cation for a lease of Deadman's Island 
by a gentleman who until three days ago 
was Mr. Ludgnte's solicitor in the very 
same business. 

There are certain newspapers which 
think such a state of things to be num. 
of the public's business, and that it is 
insolent on the part of a paper to draw 
attention to it. Indeed the Times of this 
city thinks that it would be quite proper 
for Mr. Martin to kick out of his pres- 
ence the man who ventured to ask him 
on behalf of the public on May 2nd if 
he proixised to continue to act as Mr. 
Ludgate's solicitor, seeing that the pro- 
vincial government, of which lie is a 
member, had become a party to the dis- 
pute. The public will readily admit 



that the Colonist's conception of its duty 
in the premises was the correct one. 

We draw attention to another aspect 
of this matter. On May 1st, Mr. Skin- 
ner, timber commissioner, took posses- 
sion of Deadman's Island under direction 
of the Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works. Dn that day, which it will be 
observed was that on which the Martin 
& Deacon letter was written to the Van- 
couver city council, the Colonist repre- 
sentative at Vancouver called upon Mr. 
Ludgate, who said to him for publica- 
tion: "1 heard from Attorney-General 
Martin today. He is still my counsel." 
It seems hardly necessary to say any- 
thing more. The case of the Colonist 
is proven beyond the ghost of a doubt, 
namely that Mr. Martin's position as a 
private practitioner has brought him 
into collision with his duties us the chief 
adviser of the crown in this province. 



THE ANG LO-RUSSI AN 

AGREEMENT. 

Only an outline of the Anglo-Russian 
agreement in regard to China has been 
given to the public, but sufficient has 
been told to show it to be of very great 
importance. In a general way the un- 
derstanding is that Russia will not seek 
to acquire any concession in the valley 
of the Ynug-Tse-Kiaug and that Great 
Britain will abstain from intruding into 
northern China. There is no definite 
agreement, as to the dividing line be- 
tween the two spheres of influence. The 
motive of Russia in coming to such an 
arrangement is said to be in order to se- 
cure the co-operation of British capital 
in the completion of the Siberian rail- 
way and the development of her great 
Asiatic dominions. The tremendous 
magnitude of the domestic problems of 
Russia is admitted to have had great in- 
fluence in determining her present for- 
eign policy. So influential a person as 
Baron De Witte, the Russian chancel- 
lor, is quoted as saying that his country 
must look to British markets for cus- 
tomers for her surplus.,,. It is undoubted- 
ly a great gain In the Czar's government 
to have a guarentce from Great Britain, 
which will permit the carrying out in 
its entirety of the Siberian railway pro- 
ject, anil this necessarily includes the 
occupation of a portion of northern 
China. 

We are naturally more interested in 
the aspect of the agreement relating to 
British interests. The Yang-Tse-Kiang 
is one of the great rivers of the world. 
It Is upwards of 3,00Q miles iu length 
from its source in the mountains of 
central Asia to its mouth at the opening 
of the Yellow Sea. One writer has said: 
"If regard be had to its tributaries anil 
to the cities to which its waters give ac- 
cess, to the richness of the soil and the 
variety of products along its banks, and 
above all to the vast population scatter- 
ed far and wide over the valleys, plains 
and hillsides drained by it and its con- 
tinents, the Yang-Tse has no equal on the 
globe." Several of its tributaries are 
themselves more than 1,000 miles long. 
The Yang-Tse is navigable by large ves- 
sels to !)00 miles from the sea and by 
smaller craft for at least 000 miles 
further. On the upper reaches of the 
river there are long navigable stretches 
as there are also many of its tributaries. 
In fact the navigable waters of the 
Yang-Tse system must be measured by 
thousands of miles. The area of the 
basin which may be regarded as included 
in the British sphere of influence is about 
518,000 square miles. 

The Yang-Tse valley extends in one 
place to within about 250 miles of Brit- 
ish Burma, a fact of extreme import- 
ance, because it renders possible the 
opening of direct communication with 
British India. The Burma-Yunnan rail- 
way was projected with tin- object of 
tapping the interior of China from In- 
dia anil now that British control of the 
Yang-Tse valley is not likely to be dis- 
puted, we may expect, to see the connec- 
tion established, which means that, the 
opening of China will proceed from the 
rear as well as from the front. 

We have said that the limits of the 
respective spheres of influence of the two 
countries has not been defined; but ex- 
amination of the map of China shows 
that such a definition is hardly neces- 
sary'.' Russia has no present interests 
below the Hoang-Ho, the great river of 
northern Ghina, and moreover any at- 
tempt to make such a definition would 
In- nn interference with Chinese sover- 
eignty, with which Great Britain would 
have nothing to do.

It is to be war to the death between 
tho companies catering for the Klondike 
business via St. Michael uud the lower 
river, nnd those which aim to control 
this trade by way of the White Puss 
railway and the river steamers — the hit- 
ter combination being favorite in the 
betting. Numerous conferences prelim- 
inary to a determination of through 
freight and passenger rates have been 
held by the four companies controlling 
the rail and river system, and us a. result 
it is announced that the rates by the 
all-wiiter route will be met in every par- 
ticular—while the four-sided combina- 
tion bus the advantage in being able to 
laud passengers or consignments in 
Dawson in ten days or less from Vic- 
toria, the round-about sea and river 
journey requiring the better part of two 
mouths— with a chance that shallows 
may prevent freight sent in that way 
from ever reaching its destination. 

The four companies named in the com- 
bination are the Canadian Pacitic Navi- 
gation Co., the Alaska Steamship Co., 
the Canadian Development Co. (in con- 
nection with which Capt. Irving's lake 
and river steamers will lie operated), anil 
the While Pass & Yukon Railway Co,, j 
covering the land link from Skagway to 
Bennett. The railway is now graded 
between Log Cabin and Bennett, and 
the line from the Summit to Log Cabin 
is all completed witli the exception of 
perhaps six weeks' rock work, which is 
being pushed forward as rapidly as 
spring conditions will permit.

Methodists Contemplate More 
Activity on West Coast, 
of Island. 



Bella Bella's Multitude of Chi!, 
dren — Government Saving 
of Medicines. 



An Indian missions conference, culled 
■nder the authority of the general board 
of missions of the Methodist church, 
•pened in the Metropolitan church here 
yesterday, Itev. A. Sutherland, D.D., 
general secretary of the church in Can- 
ada, presiding, and Rev. C. M. Tate act- 
ing as elected secretary of the confer- 
ence. By request of the executive of 
the mission board, Kev. J. Woods- 
worth, superintendent of missions for 
Manitoba and British Columbia, was 
also present, while the delegates from 
the fields of work throughout the prov- 
ince included Kevs. Thomas Crosby, W. 
J. Stone, B. C. Freeman, H. W. Large, 
S. S. Osterhout, D. Jennings, C. M. 
Tate and Joseph Hall; with the native 
delegates — Louis Gosuell from Port 
Simpson, David McKay from the Nuas, 
and Edward Bennett from Kssiugton— 
and these lay members: Messrs. B. 
Wellwood, J. B. Williams, D. Logan, It. 
J. Walker, W. H. Gibson and B. 
Nicholas. 

During the afternoon the mission work 
on the East Coast, the Eraser river, at 
Nitinat, Clayoquot, Capo Mudge, Bella 
Coola and Bella Bella, was reviewed in 
detail, with the object ot" ascertaining 
where new buildings are required or 
new missionaries must be stationed to 
ensure the continuous progress of the 
Christian crusade. The story <>C the 
needs and condition of the field was lis- 
tened to with rapt attention as it was 
told by the several workers present. The 
possibilities for effective work on the 
west coast of Vancouver Island were 
discussed in detail, and it is expected 
that this locality will shortly see very 
important changes inaugurated. 

lu connnection with the work among 
the Bella Coolas, the missionary who 
has been working among this tribe stat- 
ed that it numbers to-day scarcely half 
of what it did twenty years ago — the 
potlateh being arraigned as the chief 
cause of the diminished population. Ac- 
cording to I he minister the women of the 
tribe have for years been spending the 
greater part of their time in the centres 
of population, there to practise prostitu- 
tion in order that they may secure money 
with which to return to the tribe and 
indulge in the riotous potlateh. This 
practice has ceased now, and the tribe 
—among whom full-blooded families 
were rapidly becoming extinct — hope in 
time to redeem themselves. 

In agreeable contrast with the condi- 
tion of the Bella Coolas thus pictured by 
their missionary, was the report from 
the Bella Bellas, made by the medical 
missionary, Dr. B. W. Large. He as- 
serted that there were at present per- 
haps 150 children in the tribe, and the 
population growing continually. 

"We have over seventy children in the 
school at present," he said, "with a good 
prospect of many more." 

In connection with his phinnlthropic 
the establishment of a boarding school 
at which their little people may be left 
and educated while the elders are away 
at the fishing, the hunting or the log- 
ging, and have offered to contribute as 
liberally as thej can to secure the es- 
tablishment of such an institution. The 
mission board will probably do some- 
, thing in this direction, besides erecting 
a new mission house and strengthening 
tlie church in the new settlement three 
miles away from the old, to which the 
mission is now being moved. 

In consequence with bis philanthropic 
work in the north, Dr. Large mentions 
one fact that should command the im- 
mediate attention of the government. 
He says that he has experienced the 
greatest difficulty in securing medicines 
with which to alleviate the sickness pre- 
valent throughout his district. It is un- 
derstood that the government supplies 
essential drugs for the use of medical- 
missionaries, who can hardly be expected 
of themselves to assume the purchase of 
medicines for the wards of the govern- 
ment, treated free of charge by the mis- 
sionary who aims to relieve botli bodily 
and spiritual maladies. 

Finding a number of standard drugs 
imperative in his practice, Dr. Large ap- 
plied for them to the government through 
the Indian agent, and in the fulness of 
time was informed that he might have 
salts, and perhaps a dozen other stand- 
ard household medicines — but nothing 
that a physician finds absolutely essen- 
tial in practice. In other words, the 
government would supply a list of such 
articles as would properly be carried by 
a prospector or other pioneer remote 
from medical attention — but not what a 
doctor must have in Uie intelligent prac- 
tice of his profession. 

The list, by the way, has been follow- 
ed for perhaps a score of years, and it 
is therefore hard for the government to 
break away from it. 

To-day the session will be continued, 
the potlateh and the leglislation relat- 
ing to it being one of the subjects listed 
for consideration.

VICTORIA'S NEW FIRE FIGHTER. 



"Charles E. Redfcrn" was the name 
formally bestowed upon, the Waterous 
fire engine which was tested and went 
into service yesterday. The name is par- 
ticularly appropriate aB.to Mayor Bed- 
fern's careful management of the city's 
finances last year was due the largo 
surplus which enabled the city to pur- 
chase the engine. 

The test was a most successful one, 
the engine working Btnothly and fully 
currying out the promises made by Mr. 
A. G. Long, the Coast representative of 
the compauy, who sold it to the city. 
The enghie was not forced, but was giv- 
en what is known as a service test. She 
was taken to the emergency cistern at 
the corner of Government and Johnson 
streets and the fires under the boilers 
lighted. Then she was taken around 
several blocks, just as though a fire had 
occurred, and back to the cistern, where 
the connections were made. The fires 
were lighted at 3:0-1 and at 3:10 there 
was 15 pounds of steam; at 3:11, 25 
pounds; 3:12, 40 pounds; in 9 minutes' 
times CO; 10 minutes, 80, and 10Ms min- 
utes, 100 pounds. Two streams were 
thrown 180 feet each and one stream 
201 feet. Although Mr. Long and Mr. 
Hugh Cameron, the British Columbia 
agent of the company, were present, the 
engine was run by the department en- 



gineers. They were highly pleased with 
her performance, as were also Chief 
Deasy, the Mayor and aldermen and the 
large number of citizens who were pres- 
ent during the test, which was continued 
for an hour. At the conclusion the name 
plates, sent by the manufacturers were 
placed on either side of the new fire 
tighter. 

The engine is what the Waterous En- 
gine Works Company, Limited, of Brant- 
ford, Ontario, call their second size 
steam fire engine. The fittings are all 
heavily nickeled fcnd consequently she 
presents a very fine appearance. She is 
a patent vertical engine, crane neck, 
double pumps, and double steam cylin- 
ders 7% inches iu dinmetor by 9 inch 
stroke each. The size of the water cyl- 
inders is 4% inches in diameter by. 9 
inch stroke each, having a rated capacity 
of 750 United States gallons per minute. 
The pumps are made of pure phosphor 
bronze metal and the valves of the best 
hard rubber held in place by brass 
springs. 'There are three discharge 
gates from the main pumps arranged to 
attach standard two and a half inch 
hose. There are two boiler-fed pumps, 
with a relief valve attached so that the 
pumps may be operated when the gate 
valves are closed. The boiler is 34 



with double head and redial tubes. The 
patent on the boiler covers the device 
whereby the top ends of the smoke 
tubes are constantly submerged in water 
when the boiler is in operation, thus pre- 
venting their being overheated; The 
best homogenous steel of 00,000 pounds 
tensile strength was used in the con- 
struction of the boiler and it is double 
riveted, well stayed and of ample 
strength, according to the guarantee, to 
withstand double the pressure ever re- 
quired for lire duty. Composition cop- 
per is the material of which the vertical 
tubes are made. Before being "jacket- 
ed" the boiler was covered with a heavy 
coating of asbestos, which prevents un- 
due radiation when being operated in 
cold weather. It is handsomely finished 
with Russia iron lagging, with heavy 
brass spun bands and a nickel dome 
matching the other fittings. The wheels 
and truck are made of the very strong- 
est material and with the engine is a 
complete outfit of tools and fittings. The 
weight is 8,400 pounds and the price 
laid down in Victoria und ready for Her- 
tiefi was $4,950 

The company guarantee lo replace any 
part of the engine which may give out 
in a term of five years owing to defec- 
tive work or material. They warrant

Detailed Estimate of Gold Out- 
put of Klondike and 
Stewart River. 



Work Being Done on Rich 
Creeks of the Yukon 
Basin. 



•' The time has arrived when it is pos- 
sible to give a fairly correct estimate oi 
the gold output in the Klondike, Indian 
and Stewart river districts, for the sea- 
son of ISilS and lS'M," says the Yukon 
Sun. "The Sun representative has 
made a survey of the lield and believes 
there will not be less than twenty or 
twenty-live millions taken out. It is 
not probable that the royalty collected 
will show anything like these sums, but 
that will not be material so far n« the 
general prosperity of the country i» con- 
cerned. The past year has been one of 
unusual activity, particularly in hillside 
and bench properties. New strikes have 
been made in the most unexpected places, 
demonstrating truly that gold is where 
one linds it. Many gulches which 12 
mouths ago were pronounced worthless 
are to-day showing up wonderfully rich, 
and there ure still miles of ground prac- 
tically uuprospected. Those who one 
year ago looked upon Dominion and 
Sulphur as largely blanks are amazed at 
the present prospects. Slow but con- 
tinuous plodding away has developed 
upper Dominion as second only to Kldo- 
rado, and another season will see the 
two in a close linish for first place among 
the gold-bearing streams of the Yukon 
■valley. It has been ditilcult to obtain 
absolutely reliable information concern- 
ing Stewart river district, but there is no 
reason to believe that the country will 
not ultimately prove to be that which 
its partisans cluim. Herewith is given 
a summary of the work on the principal 
creeks, with adjacent benches and tribu- 
taries: 

BONANZA. 

If this stream was a disappointment 
to many last year, it is likely to be so 
again, but in just the opposite way. 
From head to mouth the creek is being 
worked and prospected, and rich treas- 
ure found on chums thought by the gen- 
eral public to be blanks. In the 
eighties above and below work is being 
pushed vigorously, and claims that were 
worked last year are being re-worked to 
great advantage now. It is not be- 
lieved that the laymen will have the 
same cause to complain as they did last 
season, when many did not make wages. I 
The gulches joining Bonanza on the left 
limit have proven in most instances very . 
rich. This is particularly true of the : 
claims running back half a dozen from 
the mouth- Monte Cristo, Magnet, 
American, Adams and Victoria, while 
not by any means new streams, are new I 
in the way of work. Some of these 
gulch claims will clean up as much as 
any similarly worked property on the 
main creek. If the gulches have proven 
a surprise, the benches are a revelation. . 
Far up the hillsides may be seen bund- \ 
reds of men, scores of cabins and tre- 
mendous dumps. From discovery down 
to forty below, the crest of the hill has 
much the appearance of a battle ground, 
with huge breastworks in the fore. 
Above discovery great work has been 
done, worked with more or less activity, j 
though the gold obtained from this quar- , 
ter will not be nearly so large as that ! 
taken from benches below discovery. 
ELDORADO. 

As might have been expected, the ' 
famous Eldorado will be well in the lead 
when the grand total is figured up. j 
There has never been anything uncer- I 
tain about the major portion of this 
creek, and the current season has only 
tended to strengthen that certainty as 
to ita great richness. But little has | 
been said of French Hill during the j 
year, but many claims are being assidu- ' 
ously worked, and the wash-up promises 
excellent results. Gay gulch is turning I 
out splendidly. 

HUNKER. 

Very few of the busy throng which 
passes up Hunker way each day realize , 
the actual amount of work being done 
along the creek and on its benches. 
Last year the output was disappointingly 
small; thin season it will be surpris- I 
ingly large, properties that were aban- 
doned last year having turned out good- 
The benches on both limits are show- I 
ing up well, though on the whole are not j 
nearly so far advanced in actual de- 
veloped ns those on Bonanza. The old i 
channel seems to have crossed from right 
to left more frequently than on other 
streams. The result is that rich pay 
is found on both limits, but much apart. 
Last Chance creek on the whole is turn- j 
ing out well, though there are numerous 
claims on which the pay has not yet . 
been located. The benches along this 
tributary are also good as far us pros- 
pected, splendid pay having been located 
in a few places. Gold Bottom, which 
■was not much thought of during the 
early part of the season, is proving quite 
a surprise, good pay being found on 
many claims. Two months ugo many 
properties were for sale on this creek 
at ridiculously low figures, but. to-day 
these same properties command a re- 
spectable price. Hunker creek benches 
and tributaries may confidently bo ex- 
pected to show up well at the wash-up. 
DOMINION. 

Dominion creek as far as 80 below 
lower is no longer a puzzle or disap- 
pointment It is undeniably rich within 
the area named, though this is not in- 
tended to mean that all the claims have 
evidenced n pt'ystreak. As far as 140 
below good prospects have been found, 
so it is fair to assume that this portion 
of the creek will yet turn out nil right. 
Between the two discoveries, below- 
lower to 20 and above upper to 10, the 
creek is second only to Eldorado. It is 
difficult to safely estimate the actual 
output of the territory named, but the 
creek men say it will not vary much 
from the figures given elsewhere. Not 
many of the tributaries of Dominion 



have shown anything startling, but that 
is not adversely considered, owing to tho 
strikes tliat have been made on the 
remaining few. As to the benches, the 
statement may be made in a general way 
that they are good. For some unac- 
countable cause, work has not been 
pushed as vigorously as might have 
been reasonably expected, but regardless 
of this, very line pay has been located 
on many of the benches. There is 
reason to believe, therefore, that the 
others will turn out well. 

GENERAL. 

In the early part of the season Sul- 
phur received a black eye, from which 
it is only just now recovering. Within 
the past two mouths the paystreak has 
been located in various parts of the 
creek, demonstrating that the owners 
have only to continue the hunt to be suc- 
cessful. The claims proven last year 
are taking out tremendous dumps. The 
benches around discovery are believed 
to be all right. Gold Run promises to 
become one of the famous creeks of the 
Klondike, while Quartz, so long consid- 
ered a blank from fountain to mouth, 
has suddenly developed into a paying 
proposition. Eureka is no longer an 
uncertainty, and will yield quite a largo 
sum of gold when the season's clean-up 
is completed. 

In the table given below, where the 
benches or tributaries are not men- 
tioned, the output of the creek named 
includes these, The estimate for the 
season is ns follows:

Two men 
nt this property have been mining, sorting 
and sacking 11 ton of ore daily. This more 
than pays all expenses of developing the 
ground.

Almost to n man be found 
t ho mine owners nud business men opposed 
to It. with a majority of the working 
classes, particularly should It result In a 
reduction of wages. A government caucus 
Is to be held in Vancouver on the subject, 
and Mr. Green was charging himself with 
the necessary data.

Seattle, May I.— Seattle and Victoria 
have received more benefit from t ho 
Klondike boom than all other cities of 
the continent. The benefit accruing 
therefrom is still apparent, for the Klon- 
dike boom is by no menus spent. In- 
deed I am credibly informed that this 
season's clean-up will not be less than 
fifteen nnd may reach twenty million 
dollars. It is true there is a vast amount 
of disappointment. Among the majority 
of adventurers to the frozen North, 
many golden prospects have proved bar- 
ren and worthless, and there are claims 
even on Eldorado that do not pay to 
work. But the good prospects on 
Eldorado ami Bonanza have justified the 
fabulous promise of two years ago, and 
Klondike will accordingly produce double 
the quantity of gold this year that it 
produced in 1808. 

There is great distress among the un- 
employed at Dawson City, and I believe 
the United States government will 
eventually have to aid many of these 
people hack to the States. But that is 
not due to the worthlessness of the 
Klondike, but the unfitness of that 
class of people for Arctic life, or else 
due to the fact that the multitudes of 
laborers were too great for the harvest. 
Enough is known to prove to conserva- 
tive men that Alaska and the Northwest 
Territories will from now on add fully 
$20,000,000 yearly to the world's supply 
of gold, and that the trade and commerce 
of the Pacific' coast will long continue to 
liourish on account of the gold mining 
in the Klondike. 

1 find, moreover, that Seattle is ambi- 
tious to become a mining centre as well 
as a commercial metropolis. Every 
Seattle man will tell you about the 
great copper mines in Western Washing- 
ton, and every Seattle boomer will show 
you rich ore specimens from mines 
tributary to Seattle. I have been under 
considerable pains to find out whether 
there arc any such copper mines, or 
whether all this talk is " the baseless 
fabric of a vision " 

A copper mine west of the Cascades 
and adjacent to Paget Sound would in- 
deed be u bonanza. The smelting and 
refining of copper could be curried on 
more economically at Seattle, Tnconia 
or Everett than at any point west of 
Lake Superior. I am so informed by 
expert smelting men like Mr. E. 'A. 
Heinze and Mr. James Breen, nnd cop- 
per produced at reduction works hero 
could be shipped to the world's markets 
at less cost than from any copper camp 
west of the Mississippi. If there are 
copper mines west of the Cascade range 
of mountains, they will yet attract uni- 
versal attention. There is no doubt but 
that there are multitudes of fine copper 
prospects all over the spurs and slopes 
<>C the Cascades. They are east untl 
west of tin- mountains. These prospects 
show immense ledges of good copper ore 
and they all carry gold and silver be 
sides. But not in 8 single instance has 
sullicient work been done to make u 
copper mine. In fact hardly in on* 
instance have these prospects got intt 
the bands of experienced mining men 
They have remained in the hands of men 
without experience and without capital 
with the natural result— that both the 
promoter and the capitalist are exceed 
ingly skeptical of the so-called copper 
mines of Western Washington. 

The Van Anda is an excellent copper 
prospect between the Island of Vancou 
ver and the Mainland. The Monte 
Cristo Is another very promising mine 
that carries but little copper values. 
The " 45 " is a rich mine, 20 miles nearer 
Seattle than the Monte Cristo, but its 
copper values are insignificant The 
Great Northern and the Jim Hill afford 
big promise, but n<> work is being don« 
<m them. In fact while there are i 
dozen prospects thai look more promts 
iug than the Le Hoi or Anaconda ii 
their curlier stages, there is hardly ai 
effort being made to exploit or develop 



5ng richly rewarded in the development 
of the Mother Lode at the Dead wood 
camp. Indeed, the Boundary country 
will soon bo heard from in the copper 
markets of the world. It will be heard 
from as it gold producer too, for all the 
Boundary copper ore curries good gold 
values. It is curious that in ull this ac- 
tivity of copper mining all over the 
continent, there should be such utter 
neglect of the excellent copper prospects 
of Western Washington. 

Their development has, of course, been 
retarded by the difficulty of prospecting 
in those immense forests, which are the 
pride and glory of the Puget Sound 
country, and it is most probable that as 
time goes on far liner prospects than 
any vet discovered will be chanced up- 
on. But I am absolutely convinced, 
from my own observation, that this 
Puget Sound country will become far 
more famous for its great copper mines 
than for its dense and vast forests of 
fir nnd cedar. 

The destruction of the plant ot the 
Bunker Hill by a mob last. Saturday 
caused a very painful shock in, Seattle. 
It was felt tbiit organized labor had pass- 
ed the bounds of reason and justice 
and that the majesty of the republic has 
been grossly outraged. At the same tune 
from private sources 1 learn that the 
Bunker Hill management has been 
greatly lacking in tact and judgment. 
It was known days before what would 
happen. The management hud yielded 
to the scnle of wages which the union 
demanded, but while doing so. it pro- 
tested loudly that the Bunker Hill com- 
pany wanted no union men working at 
the 'Bunker Hill and Sullivan. Mr. Sew- 
eney ot the Last Chance, on the other 
hand, yielded with a good grace and told 
the leaders of the union that he did not 
want to know whether the men employed 
In the Last Chance were union men or 
not and the result has been friendship 
and' harmony between the union r-ul the 
Lust Chance management, and war to 
the bitter end between the Bunker Hill 
and the union. 1 cannot but think that 
the uncompromising spirit manifested by 
the Bunker Hill people is somewhat to 
blame for the mud crime of blowing the 
Bunker Hill mill to atoms. .... 

There has been many a vicissitide 
connected with the Bunker Hill and its 
discoveries. Judge Norman Buck, a legal 
luminary of early Ooeur d Alone days, 
delivered a decision about the discovery 
which must continue a historia record. 
"From the evidence of the witnesses, 
this court is of the opinion that the Bun- 
ker Hill was discovered by the Jackass, 
Phil O'Rouke and N. S. Keilog, and, as 
the Jackass is the property of the plain- 
tiff. Cooper and Peck, they are entitled 
to half interest in the Bunker Hill and a 
quarter interest in the Sullivan. 

The suit of Peck and Cooper against 
O'ltouke and Keilog for the interest ac- 
quired through their Jackass wasfinally 
compromised and they received $70,000. 
When the mine was sold to Sims Heed 
of Portland, Phil O'Rouke and his part- 
irs received some ^l 00 - 000 . 
Phil's share was about .$100,000, but 
it di<l not take O'Rouke more than two 
years to get rid of his money, and he is 
now in the Klondike hunting for another 
fortune. Keilog received n fortune for 
his interest and he bought the donkey 
who was his partner who, according to 
.Bulge Buck, is the discovered. He sent 
him to Eorest Grove, Oregon, and he 
paid a man $7>0 n month to attend to his 
wants. The donkey lived five years in 
luxury nnd ease and dying was buried 
with honor as became a historic jackass. 

Jim Wardner, another world-renown- 
ed mining promoter of those early days, 
made $100,000 by the sale of the mine 
to Mr. Reed. Subsequently Mr. Reed 
sold the mine to D. O. Mills, who .now 
It is a great mine, but not 
than a dozen others in the 
famous Coeur d'Alene. That district is 
now producing about $12,000,000 a year 
in lead nnd silver, and there is really no 
better mineral field for capital and labor 
in all the world than it. Us labor 
troubles have, however, given it n most 
unenviable notoriety, and the hist net in 
the chapter will blast its good name for 
many a long day.

erously developing their properties, and 
other Eastern Canadian capitalists are 
vicing with them in the development of 
other Boundary mines. Old Ironsides, 
Knob Hill, the Winnipeg, and the B. C 
are developing in a wonderful manner, 
and Boston and New York capital is be 
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satisfactory kind, and the mine is great- 
er and richer than ever. The Le Roi 
lias a like story of excellent develop- 
ment to tell mid the outlook there is 
most promising. The Republic camp is 
keeping up its golden promise and In- 
surgent. Princess Maud, Morning Glory 
and others exhibit signs of being bo- 
nanza gold mines.
